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County council fails to refer hospital 
beds closure to the Health Secretary 

DOUBLE BLOW FOR HONITON SEES MATERNITY UNIT CLOSED FOR THREE MONTHS

HONITON Hospital is facing an uncer¬ 
tain future after Devon County Council 
failed to pass the motion to refer the re¬ 
moval of inpatient beds to Health Secre¬ 
tary Jeremy Hunt - and the announce¬ 
ment that the maternity ward has now 
closed for three months. 

At a meeting of Devon County Council’s 
Health and Adult Care Scrutiny Committee 
last week, a vote to not refer the the closing of 
inpatient beds to the Secretary of State for 
Health passed by seven votes to six. 

The 71 beds in Seaton, Honiton, Okehampton 
and Whipton (Exeter) are now set to be perma¬ 
nently closed in October and September. 

Honiton was hit with a double blow after it 
was announced - just a few days before the 
vote - that the CCG was closing the maternity 
ward at the hospital on grounds of safety, due 
to insufficient staff. 

Supporters of Honiton Hospital say they feel 
totally let down, after former Honiton county 
councillors Paul Diviani (representing Devon 
district councils) and Sara Randall Johnson 
(who was chairing the meeting and represent¬ 
ing her new ward of Broadclyst) voted to not 
refer the beds to Health Secretary Jeremy 
Hunt. 

Current Honiton county councillor Phil 
Twiss voted in favour of referring the matter to 
the Health Secretary in an attempt to keep the 
beds open, and says he is profoundly disap¬ 
pointed by the outcome of the DCC scrutiny 
meeting. 

Cllr Twiss, who is also a district councillor 
for Honiton and deputy leader of said council, 
said: “I can honestly say that the DCC health 
meeting last week, was without any doubt the 
most difficult I have taken part in as an elected 
councillor. 

“I am both an EDDC member for Honiton as 
well as a member of DCC and my mandate from 
EDDC and the people I represent made things 
clearer for me as to their views on this issue in 


solely an East Devon context. 

“I agree with the majority of the local CCG 
proposals about how care should be provided 
to residents, but also I’m strongly of the view 
that there needs to be a middle stage of care 
beds for those people well enough to leave the 
RD&E, but still requiring a short period of in¬ 
tense rehabilitation in care home type beds, be¬ 
fore going home and improving chances of a 
better outcome. 

“This should continue to be in both Honiton 
and Seaton, as well as Sidmouth hospitals, 
given the care home sector is struggling to keep 
up with demand. 

“For a number of reasons, I just can’t see the 
model proposed by the CCG will work success¬ 
fully without this middle stage, if needed by 
some people.” 

Cllr Twiss also stated that he felt the process 
of changing how care was delivered was flawed 
from the start after Honiton was left out of the 
consultation exercise to begin with. 

Cllr Twiss also clarified that no one told him 
how to vote and that he based his decision 
solely on the facts infront of him. 

Save our Hospital Services Honiton, who 


have provided vital information and support 
for residents as well as fighting tooth and nail 
to keep the beds in Honiton offered their 
thanks to those that supported them . 

A statement from member Stephen Craddock, 
speaking on behalf of the group said: “We may 
have lost the beds, sadly it would seem, also 
maternity, but the war is not over, so to speak. 

“We have a growing minor injuries unit at 
Honiton, the renal unit is still very much in op¬ 
eration as are other services. 

“Although as a steering group our job has 
now finished, we will continue to be vigilant to 
ensure that those remaining services are pro¬ 
tected and if we can, offer support to groups 
that are endeavouring to fill the empty bed 
spaces with alternative medical services, so 
that we can maintain a medical facility in 
Honiton.” 

Dr Sonja Manton, Director of Strategy for 
NEW Devon CCG, said: “The current model of 
care is not sustainable either clinically or fi¬ 
nancially, so we have to look at doing some¬ 
thing differently. 

“We are extremely grateful to the Devon 
Health Scrutiny Committee members for the 


time they have put in to reviewing our plans in 
order to feel assured about the changes we are 
making. 

“We thank them for their diligence and con¬ 
structive challenge. Their insight was invalu¬ 
able.”

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Villages plan is nearing completion 


THE East Devon Villages Plan is nearing com¬ 
pletion and has reached a crucial stage in its 
preparation with its submission for formal ex¬ 
amination by an independent inspector immi¬ 
nent. 

The plan has been produced by East Devon 
District Council to help guide decisions on 
where new development should be directed in 
selected villages - including Beer, Broadclyst, 
Clyst St Mary, East Budleigh, Feniton, Kilm- 
ington, Musbury, Newton Poppleford, Sidbury, 
Uplyme, West Hill, Whimple, Woodbury and 
the town of Colyton. 

The Villages Plan also includes maps of the 
Greendale and Hill Barton business parks in 
Exeter to show the extent of land authorised for 
business purposes. 


The plan has undergone several rounds of 
consultation, giving people plenty of opportu¬ 
nity to have their say on it. During the final 
round of consultation, which finished in May, 
the council received 147 comments. 

Around 90 objections to the plan were made; 
these included 48 standard letters from resi¬ 
dents of Clyst St Mary, who criticised the ap¬ 
proach taken to Winslade Park, part of which 
was allocated for mixed use redevelopment in 
2016 in the East Devon Local Plan. 

Of the 45 comments received in support of the 
plan, around 30 of these related to the approach 
taken to Greendale Business Park.

the council offices in Sidmouth. 

Copies of all the comments received are also 
available, together with the supporting docu¬ 
ments that have been submitted to the Plan¬ 
ning Inspectorate for consideration. 

The Planning Inspectorate has appointed Bev¬ 
erley Doward to undertake an independent ex¬ 
amination of the East Devon Villages Plan. 

The inspector’s task is to consider the sound¬ 
ness of the submitted plan, based on the criteria 
set out in paragraph 182 of the National Plan¬ 
ning Policy Framework (the Framework). 

The inspector will take into account the rep¬ 
resentations submitted in as far as they relate 
to soundness considerations. 

A number of informal debates, known as 
hearing sessions, will take place on the princi¬ 
pal matters identified by the inspector. Follow¬ 
ing the closure of the examination, the 
inspector will prepare a report to the council 
with precise recommendations. 

Any queries people may have regarding the 
examination process should be directed to Ian 
Kemp, who has been appointed as the pro¬ 
gramme pfficer for the examination. 

Mr Kemp will deal with all procedural, ad¬ 
ministrative and programming matters, and is 
happy to assist with enquiries. 

He is independent from the council and re¬ 
ports directly to the inspector.

The proposed venue for the hearing sessions 
is the Council Chamber, East Devon District 
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Council offices in Sidmouth. This will be con¬ 
firmed as soon as hearing dates have been 
agreed by the Inspector. All sessions are open 
to the public to observe. 

Councillor Phil Twiss, Deputy Leader of East 
Devon District Council and portfolio holder for 
Strategic Development and Partnerships, said: 
“The Villages Plan seeks to protect East 
Devon’s outstanding environment, whilst en¬ 
abling small scale infill development in some 
larger villages and the town of Colyton. 

“The plan is based on the strategy set out in 
the East Devon Local Plan, which was success¬ 
fully examined and adopted in 2016. 

“The inspector is currently considering 
whether the plan is sound, based on set govern¬ 
ment criteria - as part of her examination of the 
plan, she will also consider all the representa¬ 
tions that we received during the last round of 
consultation relating to the Villages Plan. 

“We currently expect oral hearing sessions 
for the plan to take place during the autumn, 
but will be able to confirm that nearer the 
time.” 

Children’s services 
survey in East Devon 

PARENTS, carers, health professionals and com¬ 
munity groups who work with children in East 
Devon are being urged to take part in a survey 
about the future of children's services, including 
school nursing, mental health and additional 
needs. 

The survey, run by NEW Devon CCG, forms part 
of a final push to get people with experience of 
these services to give their views and influence 
the shape of the contracts that will be tendered 
in the coming months. 

Proposals have been drawn up by health and 
social care professionals, clinicians and partner 
organisations, based on public engagement 
work with children, young people, parents and 
carers. 

But before any decisions are made, health pro¬ 
fessionals want to give people another opportu¬ 
nity to comment or raise questions and to get as 
many views as possible during the next six 
weeks. 

The survey will run until September 15th, and 
there will be other opportunities for people to 
share their views in person through children and 
parents' activities this summer. 

Dr Stephen Miller, clinical board vice-chairman 
for NEW Devon Clinical Commissioning Group's 
Northern locality, said: "For a number of months 
there have been meetings with parent and carer 
representatives to hear their thoughts and ben¬ 
efit from their wide experience. 

"Their input has been invaluable to the propos¬ 
als we have so far, but these are only proposals. 
We also want to hear the public's views." 

The proposals look at all of the services to¬ 
gether so that so that in future they can work 
much better as one system. 

Dr Shelagh McCormick, a Plymouth GP, said: 
"We are excited about what services for children 
and young people could potentially look like, and 
it is critical that we get this right. 

"So we want to gain as much public input as 
possible to create the best services possible." 

Over the holiday period, commissioners will be 
attending many events and activities where par¬ 
ents, children and young people are meeting to 
make it as easy as possible for them to contribute 
to this process, which began in November 2016.

Yeovil ‘walk-in’ health centre 
to become regular GP surgery 


SOMERSET Clinical 
Commissioning 
Group, is encourag¬ 
ing people in Yeovil 
who are not regis¬ 
tered with a GP, to 
register with a prac¬ 
tice so they can have 
their day-to-day 
health needs prop¬ 
erly met. 

The advice comes 
as the town’s ‘walk¬ 
in’ Health Centre is 
to focus upon pro¬ 
viding family doctor 
services to its 6,500 
registered patients 
from September 1st,. 

Patients already 
registered with the 
former Yeovil ‘walk¬ 
in’ Health Care will 
have all the benefits 
of registration and 
still be able to book 
on-the-day urgent 
appointments. 

However, patients 
who are not regis¬ 


tered with the prac¬ 
tice and looking for 
urgent, on-the-day 
treatment will be ad¬ 
vised to register 
with a GP Practice, 
telephone the free 
NHS 111 helpline, or 
visit a pharmacist 
for advice. 

Urgent, on-the-day 
appointments for 
registered patients 
at the health centre 
can be booked from 
11am until 8.00pm 
each Monday to Fri¬ 
day. 

The drive to en¬ 
courage people to 
register with a GP 
Practice comes after 
a review of the 
Yeovil ‘walk-in’ 
health centre’s ser¬ 
vice last year. 

Somerset CCG 
found that many pa¬ 
tients now using the 
‘walk-in’ service 


were already regis¬ 
tered with a GP. 

Some patients did 
not require an ur¬ 
gent, on-the-day ap¬ 
pointment with a 
GP, or nurse and 
could have been bet¬ 
ter helped with ad¬ 
vice from a pharm¬ 
acist or by telephon¬ 
ing the free NHS 111 
helpline. 

Since 2009 when 
the Yeovil ‘walk-in’ 
Health Centre first 
opened, GP surg¬ 
eries across Somer¬ 
set have extended 
their weekday open¬ 
ing hours to provide 
urgent, on-the-day 
appointments up to 
8pm in the evening. 

At weekends, GP 
practices across 
Somerset are now 
working on a rota¬ 
tional basis to pro¬ 
vide urgent care to 


patients. 

The new weekend 
service will be avail¬ 
able each Saturday 
and Sunday between 
the hours of 10am 
and 6pm - when de¬ 
mand is known to be 
highest. 

Anyone with an 
urgent need for med¬ 
ical treatment can 
access the centre by 
first telephoning 
NHS 111 and book¬ 
ing an appointment. 


The nurse practi¬ 
tioners running the 
Yeovil Urgent Care 
Service can treat a 
range of minor in¬ 
juries and ailments 
including: infec¬ 

tions, lacerations 
(that don’t require 
suturing), emer¬ 
gency contraception 
and advice, stomach 
aches, minor burns, 
minor eye condi¬ 
tions, ear and throat 
infections, and skin 


infections or rashes. 

The nurse practi¬ 
tioners are not able 
to treat serious med¬ 
ical emergencies like 
chest pain, fractures, 
and serious head in¬ 
juries, these still 
need to be attended 
to by a 999 call. 


Electoral roll check 


Police appeal for witnesses after 
fatal collision near Sidmouth 


POLICE are appealing for witnesses 
following a fatal collision on the 
A3052 at Elms Hill near Sidmouth 
on July 28th. 

The driver of a Nissan Skyline, a 
man in his 20s, sustained fatal in¬ 
juries as a result of his car colliding 
with a BMW travelling in the oppo¬ 
site direction. The BMW then col¬ 
lided with a Peugeot. 

Emergency services were called 


at around 7.45pm to reports of a 
collision involving a black Nissan 
Skyline, a silver BMW and a Peu¬ 
geot. A fourth vehicle was also 
badly damaged by debris from the 
collision. 

The road was closed for nine 
hours to allow the Serious Colli¬ 
sions Unit to undertake scene in¬ 
vestigation work and for debris to 
be removed.

Mark Williams, Electoral Registration Offi¬ 
cer at East Devon said: "It's really important 
that residents respond as soon as possible, 
so we can make sure we have the right de¬ 
tails on the electoral register for every ad¬ 
dress in East Devon. Simply check the form 
when it arrives and respond as soon as you 
can." 

If you're not currently registered, your 
name will not appear on the form. However, 
if you decide to apply to register, you will still 
need to complete the form and then send it 
back to EDDC. 

The easiest way to get yourself registered 
is to go online to apply to register at www. 
gov.uk/register-to-vote or EDDC can send 
you information explaining how to do this in 
the post.

Locals trying to buy village pub 


VILLAGERS in Yarcombe have launched a 
last ditch fight to rescue ‘once and for all’ one 
of the most historic and archaeologically im¬ 
portant pubs in East Devon, if not the entire 
South West. 

To locals and passing travellers alike, The 
Yarcombe Inn, on the A30 between Honiton 
and Chard, may look like just another pretty, 
thatched Devon pub. But embedded in its ear¬ 
liest foundations is an architectural feature 
which distinguishes it as a landmark in me¬ 
dieval construction and a building of national 
heritage status. 

Nick Randle, Yarcombe Parish Council 
chairman and the man heading the campaign 
to save the ancient site, said: “It is a veritable 
treasure both historically and archaeologi¬ 
cally and, indeed, a key feature in the historic 
and cultural fabric of both our region and na¬ 
tionally. We simply cannot afford to lose such 
important treasures.” 

Residents of Yarcombe have formed an ac¬ 
tion group and launched its own dedicated 
crowdfunding campaign to be able to buy the 
pub before a November deadline when it will 
go on the open market after lying empty and 
dormant for the past 18 months. 

Its present owners, who live in Cornwall, at¬ 
tempted to get planning permission for the an¬ 
cient building to be converted into housing, 
but this move was rejected by East Devon Dis¬ 
trict Council earlier this year after the village 
successfully applied for it to be formally nom¬ 
inated as an Asset of Community Value. 

Now the owners, who bought the Yarcombe 
Inn from a bank after it fell into bankruptcy, 
have engaged estate agents and put it on the 
market with a £385,000 price tag. 

Under Asset of Community Value rules, the 
village is allowed a six-month period in which 
no other bids can be accepted whilst it tries to 


raise the cash to try and buy the pub. 

“We are going all out to galvanise the entire 
community of Yarcombe, the Blackdown 
Hills, Devon and South Somerset to get behind 
us and contribute to our fund raising cam¬ 
paign at www.yarcombe.net. 

“It doesn’t matter if people can manage only 
£1 or £2, every penny counts,” added Cllr Ran¬ 
dle. 

Crucial to the fundraising campaign is win¬ 
ning the financial support of big charities and 
national foundations which help small com¬ 
munities set up their own locally focused en¬ 
terprises. 

To this end Yarcombe has already won back¬ 
ing from the Plunkett Foundation, CAMRA 
and East Devon District Council with English 
Heritage, the Heritage Lottery Fund and The 
Pub is the Hub all talking to Yarcombe’s ac¬ 
tion group. 

Cllr Randle concluded: “They all want to see 
that we’ve got the backing and support of hun¬ 
dreds, possibly thousands, of people through¬ 
out the area and region who want to see the 
pub saved. 

“Once they’re convinced of that then we feel 
sure that the big grants will come our way to 
enable the pub’s purchase.”

The tradition, which dates 
back to 1221, sees hot pennies 
thrown from pubs along High 
Street. 

Only three of the original 
five pubs used still exist, with 
one of the original sites now 
occupied by Peter Betteridge 
The Bed Expert. 

The ceremony took place, as 
tradition dictates, on the first 
Tuesday after July 19th - 
which this year fell on the 
25th. 

This event dates back to the 
13th century, when Honiton 
was granted its Royal Charter.

The ceremony began at 
Peter Betteridge’s store on 
High Street at 12noon, where a 
gloved hand - elevated to the 
the peak of a garlanded pole - 
was gripped by the town crier, 
Dave Retter. 

This marks the start of the 
event and dates back to a tra¬ 
dition where no man could be 
arrested throughout the dura¬ 
tion of the annual fayre week 
while the glove was raised. 

The town crier then led the 
children with a rousing cho¬ 
rus, and was joined by Honi¬ 
ton mayor Councillor John 
Zarczynski and local digni¬ 


taries. The pennies were 
firstly thrown from the bal¬ 
cony of Peter Betteridge, with 
The Three Tuns, Beviss & 
Beckingsale, The Volunteer 
and The Holt following soon 
after. 

The crowds then followed 
the procession of the gar¬ 
landed pole, jostling and con¬ 
tending cheerfully for ‘hot 
pennies’ from the streets. 

The pennies were originally 
a minor part of the proceed¬ 
ings, and supposedly thrown 
for the amusement of wealthy 
people who enjoyed watching 
the peasants burn their fin¬ 
gers on them. 

Nowadays the pennies are 
only warm.

A BEAUTIFUL day, with Lundy Island teas¬ 
ing us on the horizon, set the tone for the six- 
mile jaw droppingly beautiful walk from 
Woolacombe west to Croyde. 

Leaving the small surfer town, which is still 
in dozy off-season mode in March (wakey, 
wakey Woolacombeites!) a small incline 
leads you into the dunes which perfectly 
frame the magnificent three-mile long pris¬ 
tine golden sands (voted Britain's Best 
Beach in Tripadvisor back in 2015). 

From here the SW coast pather has the op¬ 
tion of a further small climb onto a track 
which gives much better views than if you 
remain plodding through the dunes. We 
opted for the former on the outward trek. 

The National Trust-owned dunes once 
housed an 18-hole coastal golf course until 
1947 when it closed having been used for 
military training during WWII. 

The two paths join at the end of the beach 
and then stretch across the hill top at al¬ 
most 90 degrees to the beach giving a fan¬ 
tastic view, and perspective, of the wide 
expanse of sand. 

We eventually reached the headland at 
'Baggy Point' which has been designated as 
a Site of Special Scientific Interest due to 
geological interest in the upper Devonian 
sandstone that forms the bedrock. 


After stopping to see a 102 year old jaw bone 
from a whale that was washed up on the 
beach back in 1915, we grabbed some lunch in 
Croyde before retracing our steps up until 
the home straight when we 'ticked the box' 
and trudged back through the dunes route 
which was tough going for a couple of 50 
somethings!

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TRAC members hear about 
England’s most scenic railway

■ THORNCOMBE RAIL 
ACTIVITIES CLUB: The 

Settle and Carlisle railway 
line is probably England’s 
most scenic and iconic route. 

At the TRAC meeting in 
July, Colin Brading provided 
a fascinating illustrated in¬ 
sight into both its history 
and the amazing engineering 
feats that abound over its 72- 
mile route. 

It was explained that the 
Midland Railway built the 
route in the 1870s but would 
have preferred not to tackle 
the enormous engineering 
problems in crossing the 
mountains between Settle 
and Carlisle, but was eventu¬ 
ally forced to do so by Parlia¬ 
ment. Members followed the route that 
was eventually built with its 19 original 
stations and numerous dramatic 
viaducts, including the iconic Ribble¬ 
head Viaduct. Colin showed how the 
Midland Railway used standard designs 
for its stations, but employed local mate¬ 
rials so that the stone buildings reflected 
the different geology along the route. The 
enormous practical difficulties in build¬ 
ing the route and the hardships of the 
workers were also explained. 

The line became the Midland Railway’s 
key route to Scotland competing with the 
East and West Coast lines, although 
slower but more comfortable to travel 
with much superior carriages. Over the 
years the use slowly declined until in the 
1980s British Rail proposed its closure. 
This prompted a massive campaign of 


opposition, such that in 1989 the Govern¬ 
ment decided to retain it and proposed 
expansion of its use. An active band of 
volunteers helped promote and encour¬ 
age use and improve stations. As a result 
traffic increased so much that in recent 
years there has been massive investment 
in improving the track and structures. 

The evening was finished with a range 
of photos of the trains that have used the 
track in recent years including steam 
specials for which it is a popular and at¬ 
tractive route. 

The next meeting of TRACS will be on 
Wednesday, September 20th at 7.30 p.m. 
in Thorncombe Village Hall when Gerry 
Nicholls will give an illustrated talk on 
the popular Somerset and Dorset Rail¬ 
way.

When will our 
MP speak out? 

■ NEIL Parish MP warns that farm subsidies must 
be continued after Brexit (July 18). Well he would 
say that wouldn’t he presumably having benefited 
from them as a former dairy farmer. While there 
may be a case for targeted farm support payment 
the billions spent on subsidies now have little to do 
with producing food and everything to do with the 
size of the estate. 

Basically, the bigger your land the more public 
money you get. Twenty per cent of subsidies are 
paid to the richest people including the royals, 
dukes, Saudi princes and billionaires who allow 
their land to be used for fracking, shooting and 
blood sports, all of which our MP seems to support. 

Mr Parish blusters when he threatens that he 
‘will not allow’ the subsidies issue to be sidelined. 
As his voting record shows he is a 99.9 per cent 
Tory loyalist including supporting the Health and 
Social Care Act which lies behind local bed closures 
and increased privatisation of our NHS by the CCG. 

He gets worked up about subsidies to farmers but 
not about the effect of the Tory pay cap on public 
sector workers who have had their standard of liv¬ 
ing drastically reduced over seven years. In fact, he 
and Hugo Swire have just voted against lifting the 
public sector pay cap on nurses, police, firemen, 
teachers, etc. We have lost 40,000 nurses; staffing 
vacancies are a major cause of the closure of our 
Honiton maternity unit. Given his past pledges of 
support what will our MP do now? 

Will he posture and threaten to ‘hold feet to the 
fire’ as he did over the loss of our hospital beds. 
When asked if he would lead a delegation of local or¬ 
ganisations to the Secretary of State he went 
strangely quiet. Will he speak out about his fellow 
Tories on Devon County Council Scrutiny who have 
refused even to refer the closures to Hunt in defi¬ 
ance of local opinion? They are obviously all hoping 
it will melt away. Not so - we shall remember.

If anyone has ears to hear 
let them hear 

THE line about ‘having ears to hear’ which appears in this month’s adver¬ 
tisement for Bible talks on Sundays in August is from Jesus Christ. He re¬ 
peated it often during his ministry. In it he is drawing attention to his good 
news about the coming kingdom of God on the earth. 

He was urging those who listened to his words to ‘hear’ in the sense of 
‘understand’ what he said. Today, twenty one centuries later, it is no less 
vital to understand them. We cannot literally hear his voice but we may 
have permanent access to them in the Bible. 

Few in his day could read. They had to rely on information being passed 
on orally. How then, all these years later, can we trust the accuracy of the 
Bible record? 

Jesus told his disciples that God’s spirit would remind them of “every¬ 
thing he had said to them”. He repeated it twice. (John 14:26 and 15:26). The 
record of him that we have today was written from their inspired memo¬ 
ries. 

The same inspiration applies to the whole Bible for “all Scripture is given 
by God and able to make you wise for salvation in Jesus”. (2 Tim. 3:15-17)
